My student told me thet the Baghdad newspaners have been filled with 
items about a forthcoming union of Iraq and Kuweit which will take 
plece when the King of Irac marries one of the daughters of the Sheikh 
of Kuwait. 


9 According to my student, the British approve this development, and the 
UK bes achieved a rapprochement with Traq. There will eventuelly be 
a federation of the sheikhdoms farther down the rersian Gulf coast, to 
include Bahrein, (ater, Muscat and the sheikhdoms of the Trucial Coasu. 
This development, which will come in the guise of an Arab movement Lor
